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Students Raise Hell Over Name Change

Following the announcement by President William Anderson that 
Mary Washington College will receive a new name within the next 
month, students took to the streets in protest, turning the once quiet 
and demure campus into a hotbed of violence and destruction. 

The announcement, which came at 9:45 p.m. on Thursday over 
WMWC airwaves, was brief, lasting only one minute. "The BOV has 
ruled that the name of Mary Washington will be changed," said Ander- 
son. "The Board has selected the name Fredericksburg University of 
Continuing Knowledge, which will go into effect May 18, 1985. He add- 
ed, "Please remember that student imput is still welcome-although we 
may not agree, we are always open to discussion." 

Immediately following the announcement, students organized into 
groups and marched on G.W. Hall. After breaking down the doors, the 
protesters went on a rampage inside the building and began their path 
of destruction. Angered students removed furniture from the building 
and threw it into a huge bonfire in Jefferson Square, chanting "Mary 
would roll over in her grave." 

One student, returning to Bushnell from the library, described the 
scene as an "orgy of madness." "Man, I thought keg parties were wild 
until I saw this," he said. 

The following day, a sit-in was held by demonstrators on Campus 
Drive. College Police attempted to remove the students, but were 
pelted with chicken croquettes and Itza Pizza box tops when they ap- 
proached the lines. One angered senior shouted "We're mad as hell and 
we're not going to take it anymore." 

In reaction to the violence, the administration called in the college's 
newly formed R.O.T.C. unit. The cadets pitched tents in Ball Circle and 
began emergency military drills. Executive Vice President A. Ray Mer- 
chent called the operation a "smart move." "I knew these kids would 
be good for something," he said. 

Protest continued throughout the week-end, with demonstrators 
over taking the Pub and claiming it as their headquarters. One 
observer stated the sentiments of many when she said, "We're scared 
to death-it's like Kent State revisited out there." 

In a final act of defiance, protesters took BOV members hostage and 
marched them to the grave of Mary Washington. There, at Meditation 
Rock, Board members were forced to chant the Alma Mater repeatedly, 
emphasizing the words Mary Washington, Mary Washington, Mary 
Washington. After twelve hours, all Board members relented to their 
captors and promised to never again tamper with the name MARY 
WASHINGTON.
